A blind astronomer was de¬ 
scribing for us the portion of 
the heavens which we were 
seeing through the big tele¬ 
scope. The glass was turned to 
the rings of Saturn and we 
listened to an explanation. 
Our guide through the starry 
firmament was Dr. Edwin 
Brant Frost, Director of the 
Yerkes Observatory at Wil¬ 
liams Bay, Wisconsin. 

From chidlhood he had poor 
vision. The loss of his right 
eye came about twenty years 
before his death. In another 
five years a cataract closed his 
left eye, leaving him with 
three per cent vision. And 
soon he was confined within 
the realm of physical dark¬ 
ness. Yet he continued at his 
post for more than a decade. 
Night after night with the as¬ 
sistance of a colleague and the 
help of a vivid memory, he 
examined remote points in cel¬ 
estial space. 

Dr. Frost's extraordinary 
memory was the result of 
much practice. Being warned 
in advance of impending blind¬ 


ness, he concentrated on the 
development of this faculty. 
From dark to daylight, month 
after month, he had spent the 
hours in full exposure to the 
night. There was much to be 
seen. So vast is the great 
nebula of Andromeda that 
light takes 50,000 years to 
cross it, and so far away that 
its light requires a million 
years to reach us. The total 
number of stars in the entire 
universe has been estimated at 
10,000 million-million-million! 

In the words of Immanuel 
Kant, Dr, Frost could cry out; 
“We are living in a world 
which is but a little island of 
the known, washed on every 
shore by the vast waters of 
the unknown.” He was filled 
with holy awe by immensity, 
distance, precision and beauty, 
A deeply religious man by 
training and experience, he 
could testify, in Longfellow's 
words: “From the cool cisterns 
of the midnight air my spirit 
drank repose; the fountains of 
perpetual peace flows there,—7 
from those deep cisterns flows.”

In French Equatorial Africa 
there lives one of the most 
amazing men ever to walk this 
earth. Albert Schweitzer is a 
genius of first rank who is de¬ 
voting his remarkable talents 
to a service of compassion 
among primitive peoples in the 
primeval forest. 

At the age of thirty he de¬ 
cided to study medicine. He 
had already achieved renown 
as musician, philosopher, 
teacher and preacher. He had 
comfort, privilege and creative 
opportunity. A brilliant future 
seemed assured. Deliberately 
he turned his back on all this. 
A keen sensitiveness to pain 
and a strong sense of duty im¬ 
pelled him to prepare himself 
for the work of a medical mis¬ 
sionary in Africa. He felt 
obliged to express his Chris¬ 
tian convictions in a ministry 
of mercy. 

At the end of seven years he 
completed his medical prepar¬ 
ation. He had earned the de¬ 
grees of Doctor of Medicine, 
Doctor of Music, Doctor of 
Philosophy, Doctor of Theol- 


ogv. When he and his wife 
first landed on the banks of 
the River Ogowe in 1913, no 
hospital building was awaiting 
him. For months his operating 
room was a windowless bro¬ 
ken-roofed chicken-house. He 
had to carry responsibility as 
physician, surgeon, carpenter, 
architect, administrator, arbi¬ 
trator, preacher, teacher. And 
the climate is that of the 
equator at a low altitude! 

The doctor’s reward is re¬ 
vealed in this experience. The 
operation is finished and the 
patient’s pain is gone. “His 
hand feels for mine and will 
not let it go. Then I begin to 
tell him and the others who 
are in the room that it is the 
Lord Jesus who has told the 
doctor and his wife to come to 
the Ogowe. The African sun 
is shining through the coffee 
bushes into the dark shed, but 
we, black and white, sit side 
by side and feel that we know 
by experience the meaning of 
the words: t And all ye are 
brethren.’ ”

A deaf man composed the 
world's noblest music. It has 
been said of Ludwig von Bee¬ 
thoven that “his colossal ge¬ 
nius has never been equaled 
in the world of music." Yet 
all his greatest works were 
produced after his hearing 
was entirely gone. 

His musical talent was in¬ 
herited. From an early age he 
was forced by his father to 
practice long hours daily on 
the piano and the violin. At 
fourteen he had achieved re¬ 
nown as a performer and as a 
composer. By his twenty-fifth 
year he had composed three 
hundred works. He was to die 
at the early age of fifty-six, 
yet so stupendous was his out¬ 
put that his complete works 
fill thirty-eight volumes. 

Few men have ever concen¬ 
trated so massively as Beetho¬ 
ven did upon his compositions. 
He would shut himself off 
from the outside world for 
weeks at a time. Much of his 
best work was done in the 
open forests near Vienna. 
Sometimes in his room he 


worked as if in a trance, ob¬ 
livious of everything except 
his musical ideas. 

Many musical critics consid¬ 
er Beethoven's Ninth the 
greatest of all symphonies. 
When it was first performed 
in Vienna in 1824, its com¬ 
poser had been deaf for more 
than a quarter of a century. 
At the conclusion of the final 
chorus, the whole house rocked 
with wild applause. Everybody 
joined in the jubilation, that 
is everybody except the com¬ 
poser. Beethoven was seen 
with his back to the audience, 
eyes intent upon his score, too 
deaf to hear even the pro¬ 
longed acclaim. 

In his ascent to the pinnacle 
Beethoven climbed over many 
formidable barriers. His father 
was a drunkard, his mother 
died early, his own health was 
wretched, he was cursed with 
a terrible temper, he worried 
constantly about money. But 
his immortal music will enrich 
all the generations yet to be 
born.

An Urgent Endeavor to G-ain 
Insight and Power 

After many hours of fellowship in prayer and discussion, the following 
Methodist ministers have decided to begin a special search on World 
Communion Sunday, October 3, 1954 — Carl Reharka, Harold Cary, Russell Clay, 
Owen Geer, Prank Gray, Arthur Harrington, Gerald Harvey, Will Hildebrand, 
Thatcher Jordan, Prank Matthews, Oscar Newby, Ray Ragsdale, Clark Robbins, 
George Root, Randall Scott, Norman Taylor, Prank Toothaker, L. L. White, 

Prank Williams, Edgar Zimmerman, Gil Zimmerman. 

The plan i.s to inagurate a series of unhurried Prayer Retreats on 
Sunday afternoon and evening, possibly alternating on Saturday afternoon 
and evening. The minister will meet successively with groups of ten to 
forty of his members for six or seven hours of prayer and discussion of 
two supremely important questions: HOW CAN WE PIND THE WILL OF GOD? HOW 
CM WE GET POWER TO DO IT? 

This will be a search primarily not for answers to specific questions 
but for WATS of discovering what is right in God's sight in every relation¬ 
ship, and for POWER to live as God yearns for us to live. It is expected 
that during the weeks of these Prayer Retreats the minister will preach a 
series of sermons on these vital questions. In some cases the Retreats 
will be prepared for by visitation two by two to the home of members, 
interpreting the purpose of the Exploration and enrolling individuals for 
the Retreats. Experiments will be made in enlisting youth groups, adult 
classes, women's societies, men's clubs and other agencies of the local 
church in the search. Various ways will be used in assembling the Prayer 
Retreats; some ministers will begin with church boards divided into small 
groups on successive Sundays or Saturdays, some will bring together natural 
age groups, some will endeavor to expose the entire church membership to 
the experience of an extended Prayer Retreat. 

Ministers participating in the Spiritual Exploration are to meet with 
Russell Clay in Whittier on October 39th, from 2 to 5, to exchange 
experiences and plan for the future of the Exploration. 

It is hoped and expected that the Spiritual Exploration will bring new 
spiritual vitality into the life of the church, increase the number and 
zest of continuing prayer-study groups, and establish the unhurried Prayer 
Retreat as a permanent part of the work of the church. 

Other Methodists and ministers of other religious bodies are urged to 
experiment with various methods of making use of all—day fellowships of 
prayer and searching. A special book for this Spiritual Exploration is oeing 
prepared by an interdenominational group and will be ready for use in October.

A group here in Southern California proposes twelve weeks of 
oonoentrated effort in the ohurohes of the nation to find the will of 
God and power to do it, beginning on World Communion Sunday, October 3, 
1954, and continuing until Christmas Sunday* 

Confusion in the minds of Christian people is a primary oause of 
the crisis which threatens to annihilate a considerable proportion of 
mankind o 

long ago our Lord pointed out that when our very lights are dark, 
the darkness will be deep indeed* ^f we cannot tell the difference 
between sweet and bitter, between good and evil, our actions are 
certain to lead to disaster. Blind leaders are now rushing the 
blind toward the abyss* And the fault is not ohiefly with the leaders 
of governments, but with the religious instruction or lack of it, 
given to the people in these past days. 

The members of our ohurohes are oonfused as to the difference 
between what is right in God’s sight and what he knows to be wrong* 
They have not been sufficiently instructed in the ways of finding the 
will of God in specifio situations, and they have not been properly 
guided in the searoh for God* s power to enable them to do right. 

The deoisive task before the ohurohes txx. now is the instruction 
of their members. T his is far more important in the immediate future 
than campaigns te bring in new members, as indispensable as that 
endeavor remains. The mind of Christ offers us the only hope of 
changing our disastrous course* He alone is the Light of tin world* 
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Quickly we must learn to think as he thinks, to feel as he feele, and 
to follow his way wherever he leads us*, 

The ohurohes must crowd an entire generation of instruction into 
these few months Just ahead if we are to avoid the destruction of pur 
fellows in the ikk/x fury of our endeavor to defend ourselves and our 
values® Massive concentration upon two questions is required* How oan 
we discover what is right in God* s sight, and h ow oan we turn on God 1 s 
power to do ltf 

Therefore, let the minister gather together in Prayer Retreats on 
successive weeks, in groups of 20 to 40 at a time, his entire congre¬ 
gation, say on Saturdays 2 to 9, or on Sundays 2 to 9, for prayer and 
conversation ahout the responsibility of being a Christian in this day 
of confusion, fear and conflict 0 These Retreats to be led by the; 
minister and several mature members of the congregation*. 

During these twelve weeks let the minister preach a series of 
sermons on Tlhat is rig^it, and how do we release God 1 s power to do it* 
lot the various agencies of the churoh oonoentrate on these two 
questions, in adult classes, youth olasses and fellowships, women*a 
societies, men's clubs, prayer groupsi let a special effort be made 
to enroll individuals in continuing prayer-study groups of five to 
ton in the church and in homes* let appropriate literature dealing 
with these two questions he circulated,*

In Southern California extensive use is being made of all-day 
prayer retreats as sources of spiritual illumination and power. The 
results are so satisfying that I am now devoting most of my time to 
extended conversations with groups of twenty to forty people, assembled 
for serious consideration of the responsibility of being a Christian 
in such a day as this, and in unhurried prayer. As a basis of our 
exploration, we are using these fourteen ways of finding and doing the 
will of God in our time* 

1. Reflect upon the character of God. 

2o Saturate your mind with the record of the doings of Jesus. 

3 0 Enjoy constant comradeship with our living Lord, 

4, Expect guidance from the Holy Spirit. 

5, Receive forgiveness and power in partaking of Holy Communion. 

6c Be persistent in private prayer, family prayer, group prayer, 

and corporate worship in the sanctuary. 

7. Experience human fellowship on the hi^iest level. 

8. Mellow your spirit by constant exposure to ihe power of 
silence, to great music, and to the beauty of nature. 

9. Read great books and study the experiences of the noblest 
men and women of the race. 

10. Seek understanding of the breadth and depth of the will of 
God in all areas of life. 

11. Run the risks of doing what is right in God's sight, rather 
than take the consequences of doing what we know to be wrong.

The division of time being used follows these patterns* 10 A. M. 
begin with a long-playing record of great musioj prayer and conversation 
until 12 noon; recess and fellowship until 12*30; luncheon in silence 
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except for great music until 1*30; session until 3x30; tea and 
fellowship until 4x00; (some groups adjourn at 4s00); session until 
5 *soj recess and fellowship until 6x00; supper in silence except for 
great music until 7*00; session until 9x00 o’clock adjournment. 

An alternate division of time isx 2x00 P. M, begin with a record¬ 
ing of great music; prayer and conversation until 3*30; tea and fellow¬ 
ship until 4x00; session until 5x30; recess and fellowship until 6x00; 
supper in silence except for great music until 7x00; session until . 

9 o’dock adjournment. 

Some groups meet for an all-day retreat on Saturday, some 
Saturday afternoon aid evening; some on Sunday afternoon and evening; 
some women's groups meet for an all-day retreat on weekdays, with 
husbands ooming for supper and evening session. SoiiEtimes it is 
better to meet in a home with a large living-room and opportunity for 
quietness. 

In every case several individuals of breadth of experience and 
depth of spiritual insight participate in the general conversation 
about the deeper issues of life. The discussion ranges from the will 
of God in personal relations to the will of God in eoonomic life and 
world aiffairso 

Here is a procedure which may be used* with little promotion and 
little expense, by a pastor or a ministerial association, with deep 
and enduring results. Experience shows that twenty to forty people 
in a circle oan engage in intimate discussion and fervent prayer over 
a period of five to seven hours. Fellowship in prayer and discussion 
and action is the breath of spiritual life in any church vhere "two or 
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three” spend time together in seeking to find the will of God and 
power to do it,

A SPIRITUAL EXPLORATION 


An Urgent Endeavor to Gain 
Ineight and Power 

After many hours of fellowship in prayer and discussion, the following 
Methodist ministers have decided to "begin a special search on World 
Communion Sunday, October 3, 1954 - Carl Beharka, Harold Cary, Russell Clay, 
Owen Geer, Prank Gray, Arthur Harrington, Gerald Harvey, Will Hildebrand, 
Thatcher Jordan, Prank Matthews, Oscar Uewby, Ray Ragsdale, Clark Robbins, 
George Root, Randall Scott, Horman Taylor, Prank Toothaker, L. L. White, 

Prank Williams, Edgar Zimmerman, Gil Zimmerman. 

The plan is to inagurate a series of unhurried Prayer Retreats on 
Sunday afternoon and evening, possibly alternating on Saturday afternoon 
and evening. The minister will meet successively with groups of ten to 
forty of his members for six or seven hours of prayer and discussion of 
two supremely important questions: HOW CAH TO FIND THE WILL OF GOD? HOW 
CAM WE GET POWER TO DO IT? 

This will be a search primarily not for answers to specific questions 
but for WATS of discovering what is right in God's sight in every relation¬ 
ship, and for POWER to live as God yearns for us to live. It is expected 
that during the weeks of these Prayer Retreats the minister will preach a 
series of sermons on these vital questions. In some cases the Retreats 
will be prepared for by visitation two by two to the home of members, 
interpreting the purpose of the Exploration and enrolling individuals for 
the Retreats. Experiments will be made in enlisting youth groups, adult 
classes, women's societies, men's clubs and other agencies of the local 
church in the search. Various ways will be used in assembling the Prayer 
Retreats: some ministers will begin with church boards divided into small 
groups on successive Sundays or Saturdays, some will bring together natural 
age groups, some will endeavor to expose the entire church membership to 
the experience of an extended Prayer Retreat. 

Ministers participating in the Spiritual Exploration are to meet with 
Russell Clay in Whittier on October 29th, from 2 to 5, to exchange 
experiences and plan for the future of the Exploration. 

It is hoped and expected that the Spiritual Exploration will bring new 
spiritual vitality into the life of the church, increase the number and 
zest of continuing prayer-study groups, and establish the unhurried Prayer 
Retreat as a permanent part of the work of the church. 

Other Methodists and ministers of other religious bodies are urged to 
experiment with various methods of making use of all—day fellowships of 
prayer and searching. A special book for this Spiritual Exploration is being 
prepared by an interdenominational group and will be ready for use in October.

The Spiritual Exploration grows out of an awareness of the urgent and 
desperate need of Christians these days to be able to find out what is right 
and to gain power to do it - in the home, in other personal relations, in 
economic life, in race relations, in politics and world affairs.

Dear Fellowship Member: 

This is another letter about the H-bomb, We are sending it out of 
our conviction that this is the time to strengthen the spontaneous re¬ 
vulsion against these inhuman weapons that seems to have swept our own 
and other countries. This can be the occasion to encourage people gen¬ 
erally, including our fellow Christians, to explore the deep meanirig of 
this revulsion, and so to progress to the kind of clearer thinking and 
purer emotions that in turn could lead to radical and courageous popular 
action against war. 

People are shaken by such things as the report of the H-bomb tests 
not alone because of an instinctive terror at being themselves caught in 
a bombed city some day. They sense that somehow human beings who use 
H-bombs and nerve gases on each other will no longer be human at all, 
that they will violate some ultimate law of the universe, the sovereign 
will of the God and Father of us all. 

The first step in our current program was the petition and the 
Lewis Mumford letter we sent you several weeks ago. The second is the 
enclosed questionnaire through which we hope to get reactions from thousands 
of clergymen, while at the same time stimulating them to examine anew their 
own convictions about war. The results of this will be published in the 
special summer issue of Fellowship described in the brochure enclosed. 

This issue will be on display at the World Council of Churches Assembly 
in Evanston next August, 

To cooperate in this, all you need do is to visit or phone your own 
clergyman and as many others as you can manage. A sample mailing of the 
questionnaire is being sent to a thousand ministers from this office, but 
the main job must be done by F.O.R. members. What happens will depend on 
your response. Will you help make it a good one?

Thomas M. Osborne, Prison Reformer, 
Saw ‘That of God in Every Man 9 

Thomas Mott Osborne was referred to by President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt as the pioneer who looked upon 
prisons as means of “turning men who have sinned into men 
who will sin no more.” 

He was born in 1859 in Auburn, 

New York, not far from the grim 
walls of the prison, and maintained 
his home there until the death in 
1926. His ancestors on both sides 
were people of privilege and influ¬ 
ence, the famous Lucretia Mott be¬ 
ing a sister of his grandmother. 

Served As Mayor 
After Harvard he ran a news¬ 
paper, managed his father’s busi¬ 
ness which he inherited, wrote a 
book, served two terms as Mayor 
of Auburn, was one of the most 
influential figures in the election of 
President Woodrow Wilson, be¬ 
came interested in the reform of 
juvenile delinquents, served as 
chairman of the State Commission 
on Prison Reform, had himself 
locked in Auburn prison for a 
week to see its life from within, 
was appointed warden of Sing Sing, 
and later became head of the naval 
prison at Portsmouth. 

From his Quaker ancestors he 
had inherited a crusading spirit 
and was a born reformer. Conse¬ 
quently, he was under fire through¬ 
out his public career, the most 
serious attack being a conspiracy 
on the part of political opponents 
which resulted in an indictment 
for grave misconduct. He was ac¬ 
quitted and returned to his post 
at Sing Sing, but resigned shortly 
thereafter. 

Bettered Prison Life 

Two notable results were 
achieved, he aroused the nation to 
an awareness of the sordidness of 
prison conditions, and he demon¬ 
strated that prisoners are human 
beings who respond to fair and 
humane treatment. He found 
literally appalling conditions in 
prisons, small cells, iron chains, 
iron balls, cages, dungeon filth, 
straightjacket, shaved heads, 
striped clothing, absolute silence, 
brutality. The record is filled with 
numerous illustrations of the 
almost unbelievable response 
Osborne received from even the 
most hardened criminals. In the 
language of his Quaker forebears, 
he saw “that of God in every man.”

Roger Williams Lit the Torch 
Of Democracy in America 

Roger Williams made an imperishable contribution to 
the cause of human freedom. He was born in England in 
1604 and lived until 1683. 

He was trained in theology and ordained as a minister 
of the Church of England. His dissenting ideas brought 
opposition from the ecclesiastical authorities. In the hope 
of finding religious liberty, he embarked for the New World. 


Soon he was in difficulties with 
the authorities and was banished 
from Massachusetts. He found that 
he was not wanted in Salem, and 
Plymouth asked him to leave. He 
was befriended by the Indians and 
from them bought ground for a 
new settlement, which he called 
Providence. 

Pioneer Democracy 
The sfettlers who gathered about 
him formed a simple government, 
a pure democracy, with complete 
freedom to worship or not to wor¬ 
ship God. Roger Williams came to 
believe in immersion as the Scrip¬ 
tural form of baptism and was bap¬ 
tized by a neighbor. Thus was 
formed the first Baptist Church in 
America, in 1638. 

Roger Williams went to England 
and obtained a charter to “The 
Providence Plantations of Narra- 
gansett Bay,” thus becoming the 
founder of Rhode Island. No man 
before him on this continent so 
thoroughly believed in complete 
religious freedom—even the Quak¬ 
ers were welcomed in Providence

Concerning him, it was written,

John Greenleaf Whittier Spent Life 
In Fighting Against Slavery 
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John Greenleaf Whittier was a gentle poet and a 
/aliant crusader. 

He was born in 1807 near Haverhill, Massachusetts, ill 
a farm house built by one of his ancestors in 1688. 


His boyhood was filled with pri¬ 
vation and hard work, and his 
formal education was confined to 
twelve weeks per year for twelve 
years in a dilapidated district 
sehool under poorly prepared 
teachers. At twenty he began to 
study in . the newly established 
Haverhill Academy and continued 
for a total of twelve months in two 
years. 

Pleaded for Slaves 
For many generations his fore¬ 
bears had been Quakers and John 
Greenleaf continued in that faith 
and wore the long plain coat until 
his death in 1892. Very early he 
began writing simple verses, and at 
the age of nineteen several of his 
poems were printed by William 
Lloyd Garrison in his Newburyport 
paper. This was the beginning of 
a lifelong friendship between the 
abolitionist leaders. For the quar¬ 
ter centery beginning in 1832, 
Whittier devoted himself primarily 
to the crusade for the freedom of 
the slaves, through pamphlets, 
articles, poems, lobbying and 
political activities. 

Won Wide Acclaim 
He was opposed to Garrison’s 
vituperation against the slaveown¬ 
ers, and followed rather in the 
steps of John Woolman, the Qua¬ 
ker who had shown such warmth of 
affection for slaveowners while 
pleading for the emancipation of 
slaves. 


His continual flow of poetry was 
uneven in quality, but much of it 
was so good that he achieved a 
popularity equalled only by Long¬ 
fellow. His hymns have been sung 

by millions all over the earth.

Meister Eckhart Led Fourteenth 
Century Crusade in Germany 

Meister Eckhart is the towering figure in a mighty 
spiritual movement which arose in Germany at the begin¬ 
ning of the 14th century kn own as The Friends of God. 
It was a time when wars and 1 
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fightings, pestilence and plague, 
moral perversion and ecclesiastical 
corruption combined to produce 
terrible chaos and awful misery. 
But it was also the time when 
“Europe experienced the greatest 
wave of mystical religion that has 
ever appeared in any one period 
of Christian history.” 

Sought Spiritual Power 
To an extraordinary degree 
members of these groups lived out 
their conviction that man has limi£ 
less capacity for communion with 
God, that God is near, accessible, 
persistent in his appeals, and l a 
merging of man’s will with the will 
of God is the condition of spir¬ 
itual insight and power. 

Eckhart was educated in Pans 
and taught at Cologne. He was a 
Dominican friar and to the end, 01 
his life considered himself a faith- . 
ful member of the Catholic Church. 
After his death, however, some of 
his writings were condemned by a 
papal hull, with the consequence 
that they received little pub ic 
notice for three centuries, ine 
heart of his message is revealed 111 
these passages: 

Emphasizes God’s Nearness 
“For let a man go away or come 


back; God never leaves. He is al¬ 
ways at hand and if he cannot get 
into your life, still he is never 
farther away than the door ... He 
stands there, ligering, waiting for 
us to be ready and open the door 
and let him in. You need not call 
to Mm as he were far away, for he 
waits more urgently than you for 
the door to be opened* You are a 
thousand times more necessary to

John D. Rockefeller Proved Wise 
In His Gifts to Help Others 


John D. Rockefeller possessed in superlative degree the 
gift of making money and proved himself to be one of the 
wisest of the spenders of money. 


He was born in 1839 and lived to 
be ninety-eight. At the age of eight 
his parents moved from New York 
to Cleveland. Under pioneer con¬ 
ditions he received little school¬ 
ing. After a period in the commis¬ 
sion busines, he entered the busi¬ 
ness of refining petroleum. 
Through extraordinarily good 
judgment, and tireless labor, he 
rapidly assumed a leading position 
in the industry, until finally he ob¬ 
tained a near-monopoly. 

Gives Away Fortune 

When he retired from active 
business in 1911, he had accumu¬ 
lated one of the largest fortunes 
in history. By the end of 1950 more 
than eight hundred million dollars 
had been given away by the philan¬ 
thropic institutions which he 
founded—the , Rockefeller Founda¬ 
tion, the General Board of Educa¬ 
tion, the Rockefeller Institute of 
Medical Research, and the Laura 
Spelman Memorial. Much of this 
money was spent for research in 
the fields of health, education and 
science. In addition to these muni¬ 
ficent gifts, John D. Rockefeller 
gave away huge sums personally 
to causes in which he was inter-

It is not 
enough to help men and women to become deoent and respeotable. They 
must be led to render the full measure of their devotion to the God 
and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, until in all their relations they 
live as good mentors of the divine home. They must make Chrlstlikeness 
their aim in personal life, and the requirements of the Kingdom of God 
on earth the standard by which thoy Judge all social institutions. 

They must oome to the realisation that whan thoy pray the familiar 
words, "Thy Kingdom oome, thy will be done on earth, as it is In 
heaven,** they are uttering petition for drastlo changes in personal 
relations and in the present soolal order* 

Thus we must do penanoe before God for racial segregation with 
all its injustice and oruelty. Especially must we ory to God for 
forgiveness for the appalling presence of segregation within the 
Christian Churoh itself, and hasten to bring forth fruits of penltenoe. 
Wo mist make confession to God and Implore his meroy beo&uso we con¬ 
tinue to build our national eeonony upon the competition of selfish¬ 
ness, and. carry » the processes of production and distribution In 
accordance with the strategy of the battlefield. In deep con¬ 
trition we must turn from capital punishment, based as it Is upon 
the sub^hrlstian policy of an eye for an eye, and placa our dependence 
upon the prevention of crime and. live detention of orlraln&ls for the 
purpose of curing and restoring them as good members of society. 

0 thou loving Father of us all, we implore thy help in making more 
(Sincere our ory of penltenoe for being satisfied with less than Christ- 
likeness, and In making more determined our eemmltment te the doing of 
thy holy will in all our affairs. Amen. 






Self-Inter* at and self-protect ion often blind us to the true 
nature of our behavior. So It was with the good people sho before 
the Civil ^ar lived upon the prooeedi of slave labor. JTs they felt 
the eeenomlo and social foundations quaking under their feet, they 
beoamo ruthless In suppressing anti-slavery activities. And in our orm 
defy solicitude abeut adequate measures of national defense Is leading 
us Into praotloes which are deadening our national conscience. 

Refloot upon what has happened to our moral sensitivity since 
first the Germans reported to the bombing of open^ ©itlea during the 
First World War. Wo denounced the bombing of British eitles as 
atrocities, and atrocities they wore because In all the raids from 
1915 to 1918 nearly five thousand people wore injured or killed. At 
the outbreak of World War II wo likewise denounced the bombing of 
Warsaw and Sorentry as atrocities, and atrocities they were. Then our 
General Staff felt obliged te ret&lllate with air raids, and we did 
not oall it atrocity vhen a thousand American planes concentrated 
their attack with explosive and fire upon Tresden, and In forty-eight 
hours caused 280,000 casualties, wounded and killed. Wor did we oall 
our action atrocity when precision bombing destroyed the sixty-five 
principal centers of Japan on an average of forty-five per sent of 
the geographical area of each community. Ror do we call it atrocity 
when wo seek national defense through the threat of massive retaillation 
with atomic and hydrogen weapons of lnoenoolvably destructive power. 

Merciful God, do thou awaken In ua realisation of the enormity 
ef our sin In seeking the preservation of human liberty through the 
threat ef annihilating unoounted multitudes of thy Children in other 
Itucda. Save meroy upon us, 0 God, have mercy upon us. Amen. 



Th* Biblical doctrine that the sins of the fathers are visited 
upon the children to the third and fourth generation carries oon- 
viotion Then we p»t together the significance of human freedom and 
human interdependence. Without the power of ehoioe and without ability 
tacbi£iwu to exert mutual influence, good and ovil, men would be 
little more than automatons out of which the good society could not be 
built. Thus the truth ie that we sow and we reap* 

Generation after generation has handed down the sins which put 
Jesus to death as an 'oneny of the community - pride, bigotry, fear, 
hatred, indifference, and the doctrine that the end justifies the means.

GOD OR MAMMON - WHERE THE ISSUE LIES TCDAT 
' By Kirby Pago 

Tho issue today lies between self-senteredness and Ged-centerednesw.ix 
The choice is between personal ambition/ and 

fellowship with the brethren in a service of levingkindness• The contrast 
is between conformity te this world and total allegiance te our Lord Jesuso 

Conversion in the New Testament is upheaval* turning things upside down 
and inside out. Nhen a man is in Christ he is a new creation, with different 
attitudes and actions and relationships* His desires have been changed and 
his most eager longing is to be a faithful co-worker with Christ in doing the 
will of God* He has a sense of mission as an ambassador of his Lord and seeks 
to be a true witness as he bears the gld news of salvation. He lets his light 
shine to the glory of God. The members of the early church were aware ef three 
deadly enemies ef the good life - the world, the flesh and the devil. They 
admonised one another to avoid conformity to this world, and endeavored to come 
out from among them and be different. In -these days you could distinguish a 
converted man from non-Christians by the my he lived. On tho Lord's day the 
early Christians gathered together for the breaking of bread and the fellowship, 
and of them it ms said, "Beheld, how these Christians love one another." 

Today we Christians are in urgent need of the fellowship. Our easy 
complacency is shattered when we measure ourselves by the standard of Christ. 

No are stricken with a sense of guilt when we KBxquacsx contrast our present 
social order with the Kingdom of God on earth. Ws need forgiveness from Ged, 
a fresh inflow of his wisdom and power, and we need help from the brethren. 

All ef us stand in the same desperate seed of help as does the aloehello who 
finds deliveranoe in tho shelter ef Alcoholics Anonymous. We have to 

learn from the A. A.'s. A victim of liquor cannot become a member until he 
realizes his own helplessness and is ready to call upon Gad and seek human 
help. Seeend, he must feel free to oall for assistance at any hour of tho 
day or night from any nmfcor. Third, he must bo willing to respond to tho 
call of another. Fourth, ho must meet frequently and regularly in tho 
fellowship of the group. Men and women who fcjncx are fulfilling these con¬ 
ditions are finding deliveranoe from the craving for strong drink. Veritable 
miracles of regeneration are being wrought. 
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All of us cm find power in fellowship. Ve need God’s guidance and power, 
and we used human holp as no strive for Christlikeness ef oharaoter and for a 
Atinn social ordere We need fellowship in prayer , fellowship in thinking and 
talking together, and fellowship in action. Libs the A. A’ s we need to be 
strengthened and nurtured in the companionship of a sharing group. 

Consider air need of prayerful coaversation about our social order, about 
raoial segregation, about the deoadent state of politics, about our policy of 
depending upon the threat of massive retaliation with atomic weapons. Recently 
many of us received a beautifully printed booklet. On the cover is a drawing 
of a congregation streaming into church,and the caption, ’’Souls Don’t Have 
Color. The booklet is an appeal to Christians to abolish segregation an d 
establish brotherhood in this land of ours, and was sent by the president of 
a labor organization, Walter P. Reuther, president of the C. I. 0 o As we read 
this stirring appeal, many of us were filled with a sense of shame that an 
official of a labor union should appeal to clergymen to abolish segregation 
^ worship, With too much truth it is often said that the most segregated 
hour in American life is at eleven o'clock on Sunday morning when Christians 
gather for worship in the sanctuary. 

In the abandonment of segregation the churches are lagging behind the 

Supreme Court, the state universities, the public schools, public recreational 

commercial establishments, 

centers, industrial plants, the army and the navy, and the labor unions» The 

attitude of our churoheg is changing rapidly, and all of the larger religious 

bodies have passed resolutions in support of the decision of the Supreme Court &xx±v±jnn 

against segregation. But only -the merest beginning has been made in bringing 
all 

people ©f races together as nembers of the same churches. 

To uproot the ancient traditions and practices of segregation is a task of 
the utmost difficulty. Long after individuals have gained their intellectual 
assent to the idea of equality of races, powerful emotions stand in the way of 
living as if we all belong to the same family of God. It is imperative that 
Christians gather in snail prayerful groups to talk earnestly about ways of 
integrating the races in our churches, and to pray fervently for power to da 
idiat is right In God’s sigito 
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Consider also our stockpile of atomic and hydrogen weapons. For nino years 
wo' have been producing bombs. Six or jsnsx seven years ago the President told 
us that they wore being produced on the assembly line in mass production. It 
is highly probably that seme five thousand or more of these weapons are ready 
for us. We should never forget that the first primitive atomio benbe destroyed 
a large oity and killed one hundred thousand ran# women and children. Not 
satisfied with the destructive power of atomic bombs# we are now producing the 
far deadlier hydrogen weapons. It is conservatively estimated that one of these 
bombs is capable of demolishing buildings and taking life in an area of three 
hundred square miles — seventeen miles squar© 0 

Soviet Russia like wise has a large stockpile of atomic bombs and is moving 
hydrogen weapons. Both sides possess means of carrying these means of destruction 
and slaughter to the ends of the earth. Net a spot on this earth is tee far away 
te be hit with bombing planes# guided missies# submarine weapon a. We are at their 

mercy and they are at our bb rcy G Both sides have almost unlimited pewers of 
destruction.

A SPIRITUAL EXPLORATION 

An Urgent Endeavor to Gain 
Insight and Power 

Every thoughtful person is aware of the sickness of our society and the desperate 
needs of our people. Daily we encounter bewilderment, maladjustment, suspicion, fear, 
passion and conflict, What is an earnest Christian to do? How can he know what God 
wants him to do in specific situations, and how can he turn on God's power in the dod 
ing of his work, 

Prompted by this realization of urgent need, a spontaneous movement has arisen in 
Southern California among ministers of many religious bodies who are planning a simul¬ 
taneous search for answers to two questions: HOW CAN WE FIND THE WILL OF GOD? HOW CAN 
WE GET POWER. TO DO IT? 

They, with the cooperation of lay leaders, will inaugurate a series of unhurried 
PRAYER RETREATS on Sunday afternoons and evenings, perhaps alternating on Saturday 
afternoons and evenings, The local minister will meet successively with different 
groups of ten to thirty of his members for six or seven hours of prayer and conversa¬ 
tion about these supremely important questions. 

In some churches groups of ten to thirty individuals, different groups on succes¬ 
sive Sundays, will remain for a simple dinner at the church after the morning service, 
or go to a home, and continue in prayer and conversation until six o'clock. 

In some cases the minister will meet with a group at supper on a weekday and con¬ 
tinue until ten o'clock, Can a minister use his time to better advantage than by set¬ 
ting aside one long evening per week for prayer and serious conversation with a differ¬ 
ent group each week? 

The endeavor will be to enable lay members generally to enter into an experience 
somewhat comparable to that enjoyed by youth and adults who attend an institute or con¬ 
ference where they are lifted to a mountain-top experience of communion with God and 
fellowship with people, and return to their daily tasks with new vision and increased 
power,

THE NATURE OF THE SEARCH 

This will be a search primarily not for answers to specific questions, but for 
WAYS of discovering what is right in God's sight in every relationship, and for POWER 
to live as God is yearning for us to live, 

It is expected that during the weeks of these Prayer Retreats the minister will 
preach a series of sermons on these two questions. 

In some cases the Retreats will be prepared for by visitation two by two to homes 
of members, interpreting the Exploration and enrolling individuals for the Retreats. 
Experiments will be made in enlisting youth groups, adult classes, women's societies, 
men's clubs and other agencies of the local church in the search. Indeed, these 
groups may come in a body to Prayer Retreats, 

Various ways will be used in assembling the Prayer Retreat: (l) some ministers 
will begin with the church board divided into small groups on successive weeks, (2) 
some will bring together natural age groups, (3) some will give especial attention to 
Sunday School teachers and leaders of youth organizations, (4) some will endeavor to 
expose the entire church membership to the experience of an extended Prayer Retreat. 

The Retreats are to be conducted by the minister of the local church, with the 
cooperation of several mature lay leaders. Several hours will be spent, not in a 
series of sermonettes, but in extended CONVERSATION about ways of finding and doing 
the will of God, with times of quietness and periods of listening to recordings of 
great music, WITH MUCH PRAYER, and the fellowship of a common meal, Perhaps a spacious 
HOME will be the best place for the Retreats. The search will not follow a common 
pattern, The leader will draw upon his own experience and follow his best judgment in 
conducting the prayer conversation. 


THE EXPECTATION 

It is expected that the Spiritual Exploration will (l) bring new vitality into 
the lives of those who take part, (2) increase the number and zest of continuing 
prayer-study groups which meet regularly, (3) establish the unhurried Prayer Retreat 
as a PERMANENT PART of the work of the local church, (4) be of great value to the 
minister also, (5) and in these ways, by deepening communion with God and bringing 
about warmer fellowship among members of the church, intensify desire to know and to 
do the will of God, bring clearer guidance from God, strengthen faith, instil courage 
and nurture perseverance, 


PREPARATION 

Wherever practicable, ministers who are to take part in the Exploration will meet 
previously in small groups for all-day conversation and prayer about ways of increas¬ 
ing the effectiveness of the common search. In Southern California such periods of 
fellowship are planned for July 23, July 30, August 6, August 13, September 10. 

Some groups of ministers will spend a day together after it has been under way 
for three or four weeks, for an exchange of experiences and for the consideration of 
plans for the future. Such a period of fellowship is planned for October 29 at the 
First Methodist Church in Whittier. 

The local minister may want to spend a day in a Prayer Retreat with lay leadership

PRAYER HE THAT S ARE POWER HOUSES

In Southern California extensive use is being made of all-diy 
prayer retreats as sources of spiritual lllusdnation and poorer. The 
results are so satisfying that I am devoting most of my time te 
extended conversations with groups of twenty to forty people, assembled 
for serious consideration of the responsibility of being a Christian 
in such a day as this, and in unhurried prtyer. As a basis of our 
exploration, we are using these fourteen ways of finding and doing 
the will of God in our time, 

1. Refloot upon the character of God, 

2, Saturate your n&nd with great passages from the Bible, 
ospeoially with the record of the doings of Jesus, 

S, Enjoy constant comradeship with our living Lord,

6o Be persistent in private prayer, family prayer, group prayer, 
and corporate worship in the sanctuary, 

7 0 Experienoe human fellowship on the highest level, 

8, Mallow your spirit by constant exposure to the power of 
silence, to groat music, and te the beauty of nature, 

9, Read great books and study the experiences of the nobis t 
men and women of the race, 

10, Seek understanding of the breadth and depth of the will of 
God in all phases of life, especially in the areas of 
social conflict, 

11, Run the risks of doing shat is right in God's sight, 
rather than take the consequences of doing what we 
know to bo wrong, 

12, Proceed with confidence in God, and joyously leave the 
results in his loving hands, 

15, Experienoe eternal life in the midst of time, 

14, Value every hour as of priceless worth, end make wise 
use of tine. 

The division of time used follows these patterns* 10 A. M. 
begin with a long-playing record of great music; prayer and 
conversation until 12 noon; recess and fellowship until 12*50;

3«30i tea and fellowship until 4; (seine groups adjourn at 4) t session 
until 5t30j reeeso and fellowship until 6j supper in silenee exoept 
for great muslo until 7} session until 9 o'clock adjournment. 

An alternate dlTislon of tine 1st 2 P. II. begin with record 
of great Buslej prayer and con rerestion until StSOj tea and fellowship 
until 4) session until 6tS0j rooess and fellowship until 6j supper 
in alienee exoept for great musle until 7j session until ftx 9 o'olook 
adj oumraent. 

Some groups meet for an all-day retreat on Saturday* some on 
Saturday afternoon and evening! some on Sunday afternoon and evening! 
some women's groups meet for an all-day retreat on weekdays, with 
husbands ooming for supper end evening session. SoXetimas it is 
bettsr to meet in a home with a large living-room and opportunity 
for quietness* 

In every case individuals of breadth of experience and depth 
of spiritual lnaigit participate in the general conversation, about 
the deeper issues of life* The discussion ranges from the will of 
God in personal relatione to the will of God in eoonomie life end 
world affairs* 

Here is aproeedure which suy be used, with little promotion 
and little expense, ty a pastor or a ministerial association with 
deep and enduring results. Experience shows that twenty to forty 
people in a olrele ean engage in intimate discussion and fervent 
prayer over a period of five to seven hours* Fellowship in prsyer 
and discussion and action is the breath of spiritual life in any 
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ehurch nher* "two or throe" spend time -together in seeking to find 
the will of God and power to do It*

Every thoughtful person is aware of the sickness of our society and the desperate 
needs of our people. Daily we encounter "bewilderment, maladjustment, suspicion, fear, 
passion and conflict. What is an earnest Christian to do? How can he know what God 
wants him to do in specific situations, and how can he turn on God's power in the do¬ 
ing of his work, 

Prompted "by this realization of urgent need, a spontaneous movement has arisen in 
Southern California among ministers of many religious bodies who are planning a simul¬ 
taneous search for answers to two questions! HOW CAN WE FIND THE WILL OP GOD? HOW CAN 
WE GET POWER TO DO IT? 

They, with the cooperation of lay leaders, will inaugurate a series of unhurried 
PRAYER RETREATS on Sunday afternoons and evenings, perhaps alternating on Saturday 
afternoons and evenings. The local minister will meet successively with different 
groups of ten to thirty of his members for six or seven hours of prayer and conversa¬ 
tion about these supremely important questions. 

In some churches groups of ten to thirty individuals, different groups on succes¬ 
sive Sundays, will remain for a simple dinner at the church after the morning service, 
or go to a home, and continue in prayer and conversation until six o'clock, 

In some cases the minister will meet with a group at supper on a weekday and con¬ 
tinue until ten o'clock, Can a minister use his time to better advantage than by set¬ 
ting aside one long evening per week for prayer and serious conversation with a differ¬ 
ent group each week? 

The endeavor will be to enable lay members generally to enter into an experience 
somewhat comparable to that enjoyed by youth and adults who attend an institute or con¬ 
ference where they are lifted to a mountain-top experience of communion with God and 
fellowship with people, and return to their daily tasks with new vision and increased 
power.

THE NATURE OF THE SEARCH 

This will be a search primarily not for answers to specific questions, but for 
WAYS of discovering what is right in God's sight in every relationship, and for POWER 
to live as God is yearning for us to live, 

It is expected that during the weeks of these Prayer Retreats the minister will 
preach a series of sermons on these two questions. 

In some cases the Retreats will be prepared for by visitation two by two to homes 
of members, interpreting the Exploration and enrolling individuals for the. Retreats, 
Experiments will be made in enlisting youth groups, adult classes, women's societies, 
men's clubs and other agencies of the local church in the search. Indeed, these 
groups may come in a body to Prayer Retreats, 

Various ways will be used in assembling the Prayer. Retreat: (l) spme ministers 
will begin with the church board divided into small groups on successive weeks, (2) 
some will bring together natural age groups, (3) some will give especial attention to 
Sunday School teachers and leaders of youth organizations, {4) some will endeavor to 
expose the entire church membership to the experience of an extended Prayer Retreat, 

The Retreats are to be conducted by the minister of the local church, with the 
cooperation of several mature lay leaders. Several hours will be spent, not in a 
series of sermonettes, but in extended CONVERSATION about ways of finding and doing 
the will of God, with times of quietness and periods of listening to recordings of 
great music, WITH MUCH PRAYER, and the fellowship of a common meal, Perhaps a spacious 
HOME will be the best place for the Retreats. The search will not follow a common 
pattern, The leader will draw upon his own experience and follow his best judgment in 
conducting the prayer conversation. 


THE EXPECTATION 

It is expected that the Spiritual Exploration will (l) bring new vitality into 
the lives of those who take part, (2) increase the number and zest of continuing 
prayer-study groups which meet regularly, (3) establish the unhurried Prayer Retreat 
as a PERMANENT PART of the work of the local church, (4) be of great value to the 
minister also, (5) and in these ways, by deepening communion with God and bringing 
about warmer fellowship among members of the church, intensify desire to know and to 
do the will of God, bring clearer guidance from God, strengthen faith, instil courage 
and nurture perseverance, 

PREPARATION 

Wherever practicable, ministers who are to take part in the Exploration will meet 
previously in small groups for all-day conversation and prayer about ways of increas¬ 
ing the effectiveness of the common search. In Southern California such periods of 
fellowship are planned for July 23, July 30, August 6, August 13, September 10. 

Some groups of ministers will spend a day together after it has been under way 
for three or four weeks, for an exchange of experiences and for the consideration of 
plans for the future, Such a period of fellowship is planned for October 29 at the 
First Methodist Church in Whittier. 

The local minister may want to spend a day in a Prayer Retreat with lay leadership 
in preparation for the Spiritual Exploration,

one religious groups in particular, will do well to work with agencies that

Kirby age wrote Living Triuciphimtly in 1934* In which he soldi
